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The following thoughtful words are 
frorr, the pen of a well k nown Dixon 
business man, and part of the art icle

The article of 
which these lines are a part, was pre­ 
pared for a specific purpose at the re­ 
quest of sev eral Chicago philanthrop­ 
ists. 
This purpose T he T e u e o u urn 
is not at liberty to rev eal. Tc.it was al 
lowed to publish part of the article on 
account, of its special hearing on this 
locality: 


The modern application of science 
to industry has created a need for men 
of sc ien tific training who can mak e 
pract ical use of k nowledge in the at* 
struct to industry in the concrete. 


There is no k nown line of industrial 
activ ity that 
is not benefited 
bv 
scientific experiment. There is untold 
wealth in t-hls country that is await­ 
ing the touch of the practical scientist 
to briny it into being. 
Soils that are 
barren for Die purposes now k nown, 
will !e* found to be exceedingly fertile 
arid profitable, If (>ut to the uses to 
which they are adapted. 
The prob­ 
lem of the scientist 
is to find that 
proper use. 
Not to wait until some 
bungler by accident discov ers a new 
u*»e for th<* elements that he uses 
haphazard, but with purpose and fore­ 
thought to conv ert to the use of man­ 
k ind that which aforetime, was, not 
useless, but unused. 
'The hills of South Carolina would 
not produce cotton, eorn or wheat at a 
profit. The climate is v ery similar to 
that of Japan. The owner of an un­ 
profitable plantation wondered why he 
could not equal the Japanese in the 
product ion of t ea. 
lie tried it. 
'Die 
tea would grow all right, but for some 
reason the quality was inferior to that 
of the real Japanese. 
Whv , no one 
could tell. 
He applied to the depart­ 
ment of agriculture for help. 
That 
depart ment found in Germany a man 
that could analv zc tea leav es and the 
soils that grew them. 
He was able to 
tell the f’arolinian just what elements 
were lack ing from Ids tea to mak e it 
Identical with that from Japan. 
Bv 
further stndv he was aide to tell him 
how to supply tins defect. 
La t er t his 
scientist 
was able to tell what ole 
ments constituted the excellence of 
tea and how to increase the amount of 
such elements, thereby improv ing the 
quality 
The work of this scientist 
enabled the grower of tea in Carolina 
I«* surpass the growers of Japan in tire | 
excellence of his product. 
This work 
attracted 
such attention 
that the I 
gov ernment of Japan hired him at a : 
great salary to go to that island and 
teach them 
to improv e their tea. 
When Vie was gone there was no one in 
all this count rv of ours that could tak e 
his place. 
Neither was t lu-re any 
school from which such a man could 
obtained. 
We do not lack men of 
equal capacity, but t here is 
110 oppor­ 
tunity for their dev elopment. 


A scientist 
in the department of 
agriculture discov ered that the soil of 
the Connecticut v allev was fitted for 
the production of the finest grades o! 
tobacco, that 
had been theretofore 
grown onlv in Cuba 
Vet for some 
i reason the product of that soil did not 
equal Cuban tobacco 
Bv analysis it 
was determined that the fault could 
not he in the soil. 
Thev sought else­ 
where for the reason and found it in 
the sun. 
Now bv sheltering the to­ 
bacco grown on such soils from the 
siin. the tinest leaf is produced and the 
v alue of such lands has been increased 
more than loud per cent. 
This dis- 
eov erv is of as much v alue to t he st at e 
of Connecticut as though there had 
been added to its territory ten t imes 
the area av ailable for this new pro­ 
duct. 
Ten years ago the United States 
raised hut a small proportion of the 
rice consumed by our people, loss than 
25 per cent 
There were v ast ^regions 
in Louisiana and Texas that were of no 
v alue. 
The land would not produce 
cotton or corn. 
It 
was too dry for 
rice, as rice was then cultiv ated. 
It 
was unused. 
The department of agri­ 
culture found a species of rice grown 
in a certain prov ince of China, that 
could he grown on land that was 
dry 
part 
of 
the 
year 
The 
department 
further 
ascertained 
that this waste ¡and in Texas was 
lust the k ind of land to produce this 
k ind of rice to the best adv antage. 
The new industry was started with 
the result that now we are actually 
nreducing as much rice as we are con. 
suming. 
Within ' years we shall he * 
large exporting nation and will per­ 
haps, l*e sending rice to China« 
Bv 
tins application of science to agricul­ 
tural industry, the idle lands of Texas 
and Louisiana hav e been made pro­ 
ductiv e 
The benefit tons is as great 
as though we had been able to trans 
port to this land the fruitful v alley in 
China and had extended our posses 
sions thereby. 
In ev ery township in our country 
there is some land that is unused. 


Without doubt the 
1 reator made it 
for some useful purpose. 
In ev ery 
locality there is much land that is 
used, but not in the manner for which I far beyond what 
it is best adapted, 
Wi should hav e a 
man in ev ery state, yes in 
ev ery 
county, ,£ a Doctor 
of Lands,” 
to 
whom the farmer could submit sam­ 
ples of his soils, who could giv ecorrect 
and 
scientific p-e,script ions for the 
best use of such lands, and when they 
were run down, could prescribe ror 
their proper restoration. 
.Such a pro­ 
fessional man would be 
o f as much 
v alue to a community a- a doctor of 
medicine or a doctor of laws 
This profession of 
“ Earthology” 
could doubtless fee specialized to ad­ 
v antage, for Instance, one might be­ 
come proficient 
in the analysis of 
earth with reference to the growing of 
grains, another,to the raising of fruit, 
and forest ry should be a profession by 
itself. 
Another department of this new 
profession should dev ote itself to the 
utilization of earths, clays and rock s 
in manufactures. 
We hav e great de­ 
posits of material that is of great 
v alue to us if properly used, but at 
present, merely waste material. 


HJThere are v ast deposits of sand-stone 
in this country that are beautiful in 
texture and coloring, and yet are of 
no v alue as building material, because 
t hey lack the necessary hardness to 
withstand building pressures and the 
wear of the elements. A sand stone 
deposit tha t will meet ail tlie require­ 
ments of the building trade is of as 
much v alue as a deposit of coal. 
It 
remained for a German t o find out how 
to mak e the soft sand-,stones as hard 
and lasting as the Bedford. 
By com­ 
bining the soft sand-stone with a small 
portion of lime, he produced a build­ 
ing material equal in appearance to 
the Bedford stone and surpassing it in 
all qualities required for building pur­ 
poses, including cheapness of produc­ 
tion. 
By this process any locality 
that can furnish a good supply of sand 
can mak e a building material cheaper 
than ordinary brick and better than 
cost ly stone. 
Many of the limestones that abound 
in our land are worthless for building 
purposes as they exist in nature. 
Yet 
a little manipulation transforms them 
into v aluable cements. 
We 
hav e 
great deposits of clays that are of no 
k n o w n use at the present, time. 
They 
are certainly of some use, that could 
be determined, if only they were made 
the subject of intelligent experiment. 
Nature has supplied us with these 
elements of wealth in great profusion. 
It is for us to find out how to use them 
Where are we to find men who shall, 
show us how to best use t hese gifts of 
j 
nature? 
The great need of our times is to j 
produce such men. 
The Germans are 


wanted to employ scores of men who 
could analyze earths and solv e prob­ 
lems in organic chemistry, at salaries 
they could command 
as college professors, yet such men 
could not he had. 
Our large manufacturers are look ing 
for men who can tell them how to 
utilize the 
waste product 
o f their 
factories. 
There really is no waste in 
nature. 
There should be none 
in 
science. There is a use for ev erything. 
The great cotton seed oil industry has 
grown out of the use of what we threw 
away a few years ago. 
We mak e our 
perfumes, our colors and many spices 
out of what was formerly thrown on 
the spoils hank s of our gas factories 
Th*-profits of the great pack ing in­ 
dust rv comes from the sav ing In a us e 
ful form what was unused before the 
dev elopment of that industry. 
In ev ery industry, from the slag of 
our iron furnaces to the bigas.se of the 
sugar cane mills, what was waste, is 
now of v alue in some new product. 
Our present system of education 
does not supply this demand for scien­ 
tific work man. 
There should be ad­ 
ded to our common school system a 
full course of manual training togeth­ 
er with work in chemical and electri 
cal laboratories. 
With such a prepar- j 
atory course in the high schools, many i 
boys who end their education with the ' 
high school would find that he had j 
ability as a scientific work man, t h a t , 
was worth further cultiv ation. 
O n 1 
the other hand many a poor lawyer has 
boon made out of what, would hav e ' 
been a good scientific work man if he' 
had only had an opportunity to dis~ 1 
cov er liis natural talents. 
The educa- 
tion of the scientific work man should 
be as thorough, his calling as dignified 
and his remuneration as great as that I 
of any other professional man.
